Specific differences 
between the art of record and the claime d invention were discussed. The Examiner indicated that based on this 
discussion, the "instruction" of the art is materially different. Further the "test request" was improperly construed by the 
examiner, these arguments appear to obviate the rejections made under 35 USC 102 and 103. Issues regarding the 
utility of the claimed invention were discussed, and the Examiner indicated she would consider arguments made as to 
the well known uses of feature extraction, etc. The 112, first paragraph rejection stand or falls with the utility rjection. 
Issues regarding the 101 -statutory subject matter rejection were discussed. Possible arguments were proposed but 
not completely agreed upon. The examiner indicated the proposed arguments and amendments would be entered 
after-final..
